In reply to your various questions concerningthe ine 
statlation of a coin collection, for storage there are two 
methods, one sain ips out the coins in shallow trays in cabinets; 
two, keeping coins in small square envelopes, all of the data 
etc. on these envelopes. We use the first method, as the coins 
are easily seen and the whole series can be seen at once. We 
keep each coin in a small open vox. Any information we want is 
kept on tickets in this box or on a white label on the back. As 
we have over a hundred thousand coins, we find this method far 
better than the other, -beecause in the second way, you can see but 
one coin at a time. 


Now, for exhibiting coins, we show off all our coins in 
flat cases on black felt backarounds. You will find all coins — 
shew off well on this color and if you make a ca#reful selection 
4t does not fade. Although coins show off well on red, it is 
apt to fade and the packggound is so prominent it det racts from 
the cein. We do use wall cases but in these we show only large 
medals. These are fastened directly to the backbosrds. Swing- 
ing frames where both sides can be seen are rather expensive 
and to our mind do not warrant the expenditure, as smail coins 
are very hard to keep in place. @enerally when this method is 
-empleyed, a large cardboard is inserted and holes of various 
sizes are cut in to accommodate the coins. But it is almost in- 
possible to keep thin coins in place. Again, fully one-half of 
the coins have their raverses upside down in reference to the 
obverse, so that the advantage of showing both sides is quite 
largely nullified. If you use flat casas, have the glass within 
two or three inches of the hottom of the case. Our cases are 
built on a slieht angle rather than absolutely flat. 


We do not feel that we can advise you as to what coins 
you should buy. We, however, would say a representative series of 
@11 coins would be the most instructive. If I were you, I would 
certainly consult with Mr. L.A. Renaud, 53 Irene St., Montreal, who 
YS a aheee of the coin collection of the Chateau de Ramesay.
